and 28,000 men died of wounds 
in 
battle during the year following the 
armistice. 
It is showm that the early months 
of the war were by far the most costly 
to France. 
The eighteen months from 
August 1914, to February, 1916, cost 
941.000 definite casualties— killed 
in 
action, died of wounds, m issing and 
prisoners. 
In the remainder of the 
war—thirty-four months— the definite 
casualties were 
885,000. 
Therefore, 
remarks the Home Sector, “ France, 
roughly, suffered half her casualties 
in the first third of the war and up 
to two months before America enter­ 
ed it.” 
The first battle of the Marne was 
the most dearly won victory, which 
France 
achieved. 
Total 
losses for 
Vugust and 
September, 
1914, 
were 
329,000. 
This number included the 
relatively large proportion of prison­ 
ers. 
Attention is directed to the fact that 
none of the foregoing figure« takes 
account of the wounded. By adding to 
the number of dead (1,383,000) 
the 
507.800 prisoners alive at the close 
of the war, and the 2,800,000 French 
w'ounded in action, the grand total of 
1.690.800 casualties is obtained. 
This was France’s sacrifice. 
May 
she never again be called upon to 
make another.—Salt Ia»ke Tribune.
